The Enterprise of the 9th has the 


followiag concerning stocks and the 
mines: 


Tlie stock market has been some- 


what shaky during the past two or 
three days, and in several instances 
prices have fallen below the low rates 
that have so long ruled that they 
seem to have frozen into a littlu notch 
of their own. All things considered, 
however, it was hardly to be expect- 
ed that there would be anything seen 
but a decline. The unlocked for out- 
burst of water in the Consolidated 
Virginia was o thing calculated to 
shock the nerves of the timid, and the 
only wonder is that a greater effect 
was not been when news of the oc- 
currence reached San Francisco. Had 
it not been at a time when dividends 
were near at hand wa should doubt- 
less have seen much stock thrown 
upon the market, but as it was the 
majority of tlie owners wanted the 
dividend, and in order to get it deter- 
mined to take tho chancps, as did the 
uugodly in the time of Noah, of there 
being much of a flood. 


The indications at present are that 


the inflow of water will be overcome 
without there being any interference 
with tho operations in the ore breasts 
or of falling off in tho amount of ore 
extracted, bnt it will, of courso cause 
temporary inconvenience and will de- 
lay operations for a time in tho lower 
levels of the Gould and Curry. As 
the Gould and Curry isat present non 
productive this is of little conse- 
quence 
compared to 
what 
it 


would 
have been hud the water 


flowed in and filled up the lower lor- 
els of the California and Consolidate! 
Virginia. As soon as tho reservoir 
tapped shall have exhausted itsolf the 
Gould and Curry—in which will then 
be only dead water—may bo pumped 
out and operations on the 1000 level 
reanined. 


T!IL> Savage and Halo and Norcross 


companies aro again making good 
headway in their lower levels, and 
the indications now aro that tho latter 
will this time succeed in establishing 
a foothold with a standing pump at a 
point 00 feet below the 2000 level. 


The Justice mine, at the south end, 


is constantly improving at several 
points, and though tho stock is down 
in consequence of tho bad condition 
nf the financial affairs of the company, 
the mino is steadily increasing its 
yield of ore. It is now supplying 
two mills, and judging frira the de- 
velopments that a'e being made, will 
at no distant day be able to furnish 
ore to as many more. There is also 
u prospect of the Alta, Lady Wash- 
ington, Silver Hill nnd some other 
mines in that neighborhood furnish- 
ing ore for milling before many 
months. Tha outlook at tho south 
end of the Comstock is just now much 
bettor than it has been in some years. 


Tho Ophir Company will shortly 


begin crosscntting: on their 1900 
level, when we shall no donbt hoir 
good news of the east body at that 
point. la the Consolidated Virginia 
and California they are making good 
developments to the eastward and in 
due time we may expect something 
to be found in the Best and Belcher 
and Mexican mines at the same ad- 
vanced line. 


The mines at Gold Hill—Tallow 


Jacket, Imperial, Bsleher and Crown 
Point—are meeting with prospects 
that encourage the belief thnt they 
will presently cut into rich ore. In- 
deed, the chances are just as good for 
finding ora that will pay 8400 or S500 
per ton as they are for finding ore 
that will pny §10 or 815. 
To find the 


richer kinds is just as natural as it is 
to find tha poorer, and to produce 
one kind probably costs nature no 
greater effort lhan it does to turn out 
the other.

CONCERNING LIBELS. 


Mr. Hutchinson has brought a 


bill into the British Parliament to 
amend the law of libel, which pro- 
poses to enact that in any action 
against a newspaper for an alleged 
libel contained in a report ofa public 
meeting of a representative character, 
proof that such libel was published 
bone fide, without actual malice, and 
in the ordinary course of business, 
shall be a good defence, unless the 
defendant had declined to publish 
an explanation of reasonable length 
and not containing libelous matter.

CARL SCBURZ AND CIVIL SERVICE. 


Secretary Carl Schurz's sincere and 


intelligent devotion to civil service 
reform has found a way—as a way is 
always to be' found when there is a 
will—to put the reform into practical 
aud illustrative operation in his de- 
partment. Tha fairest field for civil 
service reform is at present among 
the army of inferior clerks employed 
iu the public business. The selec- 
tiou of the higher grades of officials 
raises many complicating considera- 
tions ia minds inveterately accustom- 
ed, to the old way of rev owing public 
ollice as a political reward aud re- 
sponsibility. President Hayes' efforts 
at civil service reform have for the 
most part been stranded ou these ob- 
stacles. Mr. Schurz, beginning at 
the bottom and working upwards, 
has quietly achieved a practical suc- 
cess. 


Since October last, rules founded . 


upon the regulations of the not dead 
but sleeping civil service commission 
have governed tlie appointments and 
changes in the multitudinous clerical 
force in the 'Interior Department. 
Appointments uro made to tljo lowest 
gr.ido of oflic°s only, and not till a 
probationary 
appointment for six 


•months has been secured in competi- 
tive examination. All vacancies iu 
any upper grade are tilled from low- 
er, by competition among members of 
the next two lower grades; no promo- 
tion is permitted to jump over more 
than one grade, thus preserving for 
stimullus the useful priue In senior- 
ity and length of service. The new 
system has won iis way completely 
with tho clerks themselves an.l all 
who witness the immense aJvuulagea 
it offers over tho old system of in- 
trigue and favoritism i'u appoint- 
ments aud displacements iu the clerk 
service of the departments. 


Mr. Schurz's judicious euro in in- 


troducing the experiment is shown 
in his conceding" tho suspension of 
the operation of the rules in the cases 
of women employed in the depart- 
ment. No douiit iho very worst aud 
most disgraceful abuses of tiio civil 
service exist among this class of 
clerks at Washington. 
But tho Sec- 


retary wisely refrained from pressing 
tho rules where a clamor of sentimen- 
tal sympathy and prejudice might 
have jeopardized his wholo enter- 
prise. This incident strongly illus- 
trates^ two things—how practical a 
man Sehurz, the "civil service idea- 
list and reforming visionary" is, aud 
how thriving and promising an infant 
the reform becomes wheu put to a 
friendly nurse in the place of execu- 
tive control.—Roston Transcript.
